Document Number 78A - (MEMPHIS MURKIN) 



Document number 78A, serial ME44-1987-Sub E-39 is 
a seven-page letterhead memorandum from Denver, Colorado, dated 
Fe ruary 2„ 1968, which encloses a three-page report from the 
Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms ( ATF ) Unit of the Department 
of the Treasury, dated January 22, 1968. 

Deletions were made in the letterhead memorandum 
pursuant to . exemptions (b)(7)(C) and (b)(7)(D) which were used 
in conjunction with each other to protect the names and personal 
identifiers of two individuals who furnished information regarding 
the minutemen organization. Release of this material would 
reveal these individuals' cooperation with a law enforcement 
agency and would allow the information they furnished to be 
traced back to them, also creating an unwarranted invasion 
of personal privacy. (See paragraphs 13d and 14a, supra . ) 

During the initial processing of MURKIN records, 
the enclosed ATF report was referred to that agency for review 
pursuant to the provisions of the FOIA. Thereafter, ATF processed 
the documents and returned it to the FBI for release to plaintiff. 
The attached atfidavit of Mr. Robert L» Pritchett, Acting Chief 
G . z .f .disclosure Branch of ATF contains an itemizaiton and 
justification for deletions made by ATF in the January 22, 

1968, report.
